house. The conditions on which the competitors had to shoot were as 
follows :—21 birds each, 14 oz. of shot ; Mr. Fowler at 30 yds rise, Mr. 
Preston at 28, so that the last-named gentleman had the advantago of 
two yds allowed, the odds of 6 to 4 being freely laid; while during tha 
progreasof thematch the betting, bird against gun, was of avery spirited 
description. The pigeons were supplied by W. Barber, while H. 
A, Reed was appointed to pull, the competitors as usual shooting from 
five traps. Some little time after the hour announced (three o'clock), 
all being in readiness, Mr. Fowler took the gun in hand, and brought 
down his firat two birds in masterly style.

Tho stakes (£20) were at once paid over 
to the winner by Mr. James Stone, with whom they had been deposited,

“THE PAST OF THE ASCOT MEETING. 


Every railroad on which trains run from London to the provinces 
will, through the columns of ‘ae IL.usrraren SportinG News, at 
early morn on Friday, convey the fact to countless thousands of 
eager readers that the first three days of the great meeting at 
“+ Ayistocratie Ascot” have passed away like a never-to-be forgotten 
dream—as a pleasurable vision that will leave its recollection behind 
while the power of memory endures. A more brilliant and success- 
ful meeting we never ‘assisted ” at, nob even at Ascot, To enu- 
merate all the distinguished visitors present would be well nigh to 
copy the Uourt Guide ; it must therefore suffice to record that the 
elite of the patrons of the Turf were present, and, in addition, there 
was © strong ynuster of the lovers of the national sport of every 
rade. Wemust, however, not omit to mention the presence of the 
Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge, who: was 
only expected to honour the meeting with his personal patronage on 
Thuraday, but who unexpectedly attended on Tuesday, and was most 
cordially received ; and such greetings will ever be accorded to a 
Prince who, like His Royal Highness, does nut keep himself aloof 
from the sports and pastimea of the people, but with hearty good 
will, and the frankness and freedom that is charactoristia of a noble 
and generous nature, plays his part in the great drama, of life, win- 
ning the hearts of his future subjects, and eliciting a spontaneous 
burst, with ‘*heart and voice,” of ‘God bleas. the Prince of 
Wales!” The stands and carriages presented a magnificent scene, 
and such an array of the noblest in the land of the gentler sex-— 
matrons and daughters—perhaps never before met man’s admiring 
gaze. The kaleidsocopic effect of their gay yet graceful attire 
charmed the eye, and that man must be callous in heart and cynical 
in temperament who could behold such a congregationof beauty and 
loveliness without pluralising the poet's portrait of female per- 
fection— ‘ 


“ Qraco was in their ateps, 
Heaven in their eyes; 
In every gesture dignity and love,” 

Propitious weather “ lent enchantment to the scene,” bright Sol 
appearing to smile approvingly on the fairy-like coup d’eil, which 
wanted but one face more ; yea, two, to complete the picture—those 
of the Queen and the Princess of Wales, whose affability and un- 
affected demeanour have acquired for her a place in the hearts 
of the British people. very habitation in the neighbour- 
hood was crammed at famine prices, and the New Hotel 
was filled with bipeds, as was the extensive stabling by quadrupeds, 
The stands and sub-ideary arrangements were last year models, in 
their way, but complete as they appeared, the finger of improvement 
has since everywhere left its mark, A new and commedious stand 
for trainers snd jockeys has been erected in the saddling paddock, 
underneath which a refreshment-room has been constructed, where 
Mr. R. Rowland ministered to the wanta of the hungry and ap- 
peased the thirst of the “ Toby Philpots,” Thus have bipeds been 
cared for, and @ most excellent and commendable provision has been 
made for quadrupeds in the erection of a rubbing shed, where the 
vanting animals, are protected from the rays of the burning sun, 
Nhe Queen's Stand has heen thoroughly renovated, and beaatified 
internally and externally, and the Grand Stand improved in various 
waya, but more particularly in the construction of 26 private boxes ; 
and that set apart for the use of the Jockey Club has also been 
enlarged and improved, The Grand Stand refroshments were sup- 
plied by Mr. George Browning, of the Great Western Railway 
refreshinent-rooms, whose catering Was Unexceptionable, Provision 
had been made for the accommodation of 200 of the police, which is 
an addition of 60 to that formerly existing, and a new house has 
heen erected and liberally furnished for the chief officer of the force 
Mr. Superintendent Walker, There is also ‘lool wp” accommoda- 
tion for those who do not respect meum and ti, or who entitle 
themselves to the care of the conservators of the peace by their pug- 
nacioud acts, Tho railway arrangements were satisfactory, except 
as to the tariff of fares, which elicited murmurs ‘not loud but deep,” 
and, we may add ineffectual, for it is a maxim in political economy 
that ‘the demand regulates the price,” and to this, a3 in other cases, 
those journeyivg to Ascot had to submit. The comse, as might he 
expected, after such a continuance of ylorious summer weather, waa 
hard as hide of buffalo, and very trying to the horses’ “ poor feet.” 

The sport was worthy of the distinguished patronage it obtained, 
and there were no “ milkmen,” and no eleventh hour scratchings to 
mar ita lustre. Jt was a gontleman’s meeting, untainted with any of 
those reprehensible practices that disgrace some meetings, and are 
detrimental to the true interests of the Turf. All passed off as 
‘merry as marriage bells,” and no one can look back upon the Ascot 
meeting without wishing there were more other meetings like it, 
The Trial Stakes, which brought 18 of the 22 horses entered to the 
post, was won by Heir-at-fauw, one of the early Dei by favourites, 
who was claimed for £200 for Captoin Machell.—-The meeting of 
Ely and Baragah, the latter greatly improved since last year, was 
one of the events of the day, and resulied ina game struggle be 
teen (he pair, ‘beautiful Ely” just, as we predicted he would, 
bowling Jia old opponent over by a neck, The Queen’s Plate 
brought out Saccharomoter in bts 2-year-old form, he beating several 
faat animals easily, but he pulled up lama, and, from his infirmity, 
wo #¥0 gure theru are few trainers, besides Goodwin, who oould have 
browyht him to the post to win this race, and he will give further 


another, and there must be no down-hill where he |makes the at~ 
tempt.—The Biennial Stakes was another triumph for us, our 
eclected Janitor winning cleverly from a field of good horses, and 
Chibisa, one that we ‘* highly commended,” with Rustic, being the 
only other horses in the race towards the finish, and wo feel sure 
that Chibisa will yet achieve a more distinguished position on the 
Turf than that attained in his maiden effurt.—The Gold Vase pro- 
duced a small field only, buts capital race between exquisite Eltham 
und Breeze, ending in a dead heat, The latter had the best of the 
weights, and it will be recollected that, in a backward state of pre- 
paration, she ran ~ell up, finishing about fifth, for the Great Metros 
politan Stakes, and as she is now, like others of Baron Rothschild’s 
horses, in far superior condition, this performance of Eltham’s is 
one of great merit, and he proved his gameuess in the deciding heat, 
which he won after a spirited combat. In our remarks upon the 
horses at the Derby starting-post, we observed, with reference to 
Eltham, ‘conspicuous among the horses was a beautiful chesnut, 
not from his size, but from his singularly neat, compact, and mus- 
cular frame,” and now he has proved that his 8rd for the Derby was 
no fluke, which, however, no judge of horses would have 
deemed it after feasting his eyes upon such a model of racing sym- 
metry.—The Prince of Wales Stakes, although won in a ‘ walk,” 
was the sensation race of the day. Perhaps never in the history of 
the Turf did a horse ever enlist so many admirers, or be elected the 
champion of so many backers, as Breadalbane, . Those who had seen 
him, and those who had not, believed him to be the beau ideal of a 
race-horse ; others, who hate a popular cry or opinion, and love to 
run counter to that of the majority of people, superciliously de- 
nounced him as an imposter ;. and, after his inglorious exhibition in 
the Derby, they became frantically exultant at what they too hastily 
interpreted into a-confirmation of, their opinion, There jubilation 
has been short-lived, for, ere a fortnight has elapsed, he has shown 
himself no imposter, and it bas yet to be proved that he was defeated 
for the Derby on his merits, After the Epsom event we stated that 
“the defeated fayourites must not be judged by this race.” We 
would not believe thut the counterpart and brother of the magnifi- 
cent Blair Athol would ever fairly sustain an ignominious defeat. 
He has now taught his vehement detractors not to be too hasty in 
arriving at and advancing their crude conclusions. To modify their 
ditcomfiture we anticipate that we shall be told that he has beaten 
nothing, He défeated Olmar, one of the most blood-like and sym- 
metrical horses that ever trod the turf; Guinivere, who had last 
year performed the ibe pet Kangaroo feat of beating Kanig— 
then a two-year-old, nearly as good as he is now that he is  three- 
year-old ; and Heir-at-Law, the winner in a field of eighteen horses. 
~—~Olmar won the Great Surrey Foal Stakes, and althoughJack o’ Lan- 
tern made adead heat of it with him, it was through Snowdon cutting it 
tov fine, as was proved in the deciding heat, when he won anyhow— 
and we, in our humble judgment, think no horse an “ impostor” 
that can beat Olmar, Owner, horse, and rider received an ovation 
on the ‘‘ best abused horse in the world” achieving his maiden vic- 
tory—-a result we foretold in our article of last week—and it must 
ba a great consolation to Mr. Chaplin that his splendid horse has 
the “ stuff” in him to carry the rose to the fore in many a tourney 
ere the close of his racing career. The 2-Year-Old Maiden Plate 
brought out a field of twenty-two runners, and was cleverly won 
by Gretna, a filly which we have several times commended in these 
columns, and pronounced as likely to distinguish herself. Of the 
unplaced horses Lady Sophie appeared to us to be one of the most 
promising. —The Aacot Stakes produced a capital race between 

‘omato, Auditor, and old Bally Kdmond, who came out as fresh as 
new paint. Of Baron Rothschild’s pair we relied on Hippolyta, as 
she bad shown a liking for a distance which Tomato had not, but 
she appears to be like Wingrave, who could only get a mile as a 
three-year-old, but who, when he had thickened and furnished, be; 
game one of the best stayerg on the,Turf, The King Toma want 
time, if that were given them 

“They would do that 
All the world would wonder at.” 

A glorious career is sometimes not without its reverses, and the truth 
of this was exemplified by the running on Wednesday. On Tuesday 
the “talent,” had it all their own «vay, not quite so on Wednesday, 
for in eight races they only threw in twice, with Janitor, upon whom 
5 to Lhad to be laid, and Troublesome, against whose running only 
a slight shade of odds could be obtained. Gardevisure proved herself 
the good mare we have always asserted she is over short distances, 
and in races inside the mile she will prove herself a troublesome 
customer to the best horses of the day at weight for age. The 
Princess of Wales made her debut in. the Coronation Stakes, for 
which she was made a ‘‘pot,” which was upaet by Siberia, The 
Princess was brought out prematurely, and she will yet prove herself 
no unworthy daughter of the famous  Bloomer—the dam of Rly and 
Fairwater.-The Royal Hunt Cup, for which 25 went to the post, re- 
sulted in the upsetting of another pot, in Union Jack, upon whom 
the pieces were piled in thousands, he having’ been tried up to his 
2 yr-old form, Gratitude, the winner, in raceipt of 18lb and the 
year from the favourite, stood at 25 to Lat the commencement of 
business, but she speedily advanced, step by step, to 6 to 1, starting 
second fayourite and carrying loads of money, Shebad been tried at 
Russley, and acquited herself so well that defeat seemed impossible, 
and so it proved, for sho won easily, Great satisfaction was expressed 
at so straightforward a sportaman as Mr, Robinson winning this 
rich prize and a good atake—£10,000 we believe in bets—and not a 
little credit is dne to Waugh, the trainer, for the splendid condition 
inwhich he sent her to the post. We well remember how near 
Lothians King, trained by Waugh, was pulling off the Northumber- 
land Plate, and how greatly that horae improved upon his previous 
form after he was placed in his eare, which could only be attri- 
buted to his superior training, The Cesarewitch disappointment is 
now compensated, and there is the Queen’s Vase, won by exquisite 
Eltham, to grace Mr, Robinson’s sideboard along with the Royal Hunt 
Cup, two beautiful trophies to keep the Ascot meeting in remembrance 
The Biennial Stakes race resulted in a surprise, Zambezi, the fayo~ 
rite, with only four opponents, not even finishing in the first three, 
a position utterly unwarranted by previous collateral running. Fare- 
well, the last of the Launcelota, turned out the good horse it was 
long ago asserted he would prove himself when fit, and Scott's horsess 
which invariably run better as the season advances, are now show-~ 
ing good form, Janitor (out of the dam of Janus and not of ‘J ames,” 
as some of the daily papers noviers in sporting matters have it), won 
the Triennial without being extended. The Visitors’ Plate was the 
closest finish of the day, as it looked all over a dead heat between 
three—Threadbare, Lady Hylda and Amber--and the judge’s fiat 
was a head only between each. Troublesome had notrouble in win- 
ning the sweepstakes which followed, and she was claimed for 200 
sovs by Mr. J. Saxon; and as he wants £500 for Idle Girl, who ran 
second, if she is not dear at that price, he wust have # bargain in his 
new purchase, The time our circulation compels us to go to press 
debars us from commenting on Thursday's running ; we are, how- 
ever, enabled to state that no Cup day ever drew a larger, more 
fashionable, or brilliant assemblage. 


THE MEETINGS OF THE COMING WEEE. 

The Meetings of next week widely contrast with that of Ascot 
in all except the numerical attendance. At Hampton all the fun 
and frolic of a pleasure fair are indulged in. ‘The two days are 
iwodified repetitions of the Derby Day at Epsom, and year by year 
the nesting inereases in popularity,, A. vietion to the goug onse in 
desaribing the differance letwuen Sint affectiog aud the rheumatiom, 


until the pain became unbearable, and the gout as having a limb in 
the same position, but giving the vice a still tighter screwing up ; anc 
applying the simile to the crush at Epsom on the ‘‘blue riband’” 
day, that is the gout, and the Hampton crush is the rheumatism 
The racing, except as regards the Surrey and Middlesex Stakes, anc 
the Claremont Stakes, is of a mere plating character, and these 
events are all we are able to notice, the entries of the other races noti 
being out sufficiently early to permit our offering any remarks om 
their probable issue. The firat race we shall notice is the Crane. 
MONT Stakes, for {2-yr-olds, with winning penalties, which usually: 
brings out good fields, and a winner above mediocrity, Birch Broom 
and Victorious haying respectively won itthe last two years. On 
the present occasion Cecrops, Tina, Alberta, and Puebla are each 
penalised 5lb, and of these we hold the chance of the last named: 
and Cecrops in the most esteem, but a better may possibly be found 
among the dark lot, of which Greyfoot and Conservative may prove 
the best, and we prefer them in the order named,—The SuRREY and 
Mippiesex Stakes, two miles, has secured 47 subscribers, and. aa 
the acceptances have not yet been published we can only make choice 
of J.Scott’srepresentatiyeand Auditor, conditional on their accepting. 

Liverroor JuLy MueETiInc, as it has been commonly called, is 
this year appointed to be heldon thetwodays preceding Newton, Mon- 
day and Tuesday next, the 19th and 20th inst., to designate» it the 
July meeting, is therefore, a misnomer, for which, however, there is 
a precedent in the clerk of the peace’s announcement that the 

uarter sessions would be held every six weeks. With a vivid re- 
collection of the ‘‘ little game” played last year at this meeting, when 
6 races were walked over for, and the “ great” event, the Cup, was 80 
reduced in its entry by the scratching of favourites, that but for the 
condition on which the added money was given requiring 38 to start, 
it would probably have been walked over for—in the face of such 
speculation we strongly advise our readers not to invest a penny on 
the principal event until they see the numbers go up, The other 
events were last year remarkable for the sroall proportion of starterr 
to the number of horses entered, we would therefore recommend the 
arrival list to be scrutinised before making the smallest investinent,, 
as, otherwise, the prospect of a run for the money may prove a poor 
one, With these prefatory remarks we shall proceed to the consi- 
deration of the probable results of the races closed at this writing, 
but we confess that we are not very sanguine of a large measure of: 
success attending our efforts, On the tirst day, Monday, we have: 
first to discuss 

THe LiveRnvoor Cop, one mile and a half, which will be the principali 
dish in Tuesday's racing banquet, and we must refer our readers to: 
our introductory remarks on this meeting for the reasons which en- 
tice us to touch so bricfly upon it. The 67 horses entered are reduced 
to 25 by declarations of forfeit, of which we decidedly prefer Mail 
Train at the weights, who, if well, and meant can hardly fail to win, 
but unless a good stake can be got on he is pretty certain not to be 
pulled out, nor will he be until a coup can be “landed.” 

NEWTON, or more correctly Newton-le- Willows, is situated mid- 
way between Manchester and Liverpool, east and west, and midway 
between Wigan and Warrington, north and south, with the im- 
portant town of St. Helens in the immediate vicinity. Races here 
have been long established ; and we well recollect in our boyish days 
seeing the Earl of Derby, the grandfather of the present Karl, enter 
the town in his carriage, drawn by four spirited and richly 
caparisoned horses, to attend the meeting. Colonel Leigh, of Lyme 
Park, Cheshire, the proprietor of the town, and its M.P., with Sir 
John Gerard, General Yates, Colonel Clungton, and Captain White, 
were among the others of its warm supporters of the period. The 
course is triangular in shape, with a very stiff hill, from which the 
horses turn into the straight, which is a flat ran in of half a mile or 
nearly. , 

The Granp Stanp}Stakes—which has nothing “ grand” about it,, 
except the name, the entry being a meagre one of 7 very moderate: 
animals, of which La Fronde and Chivalry, we presume, to show 
their courtesy and good breeding, have invariably given the pre- 
cedence to their opponents, always keeping at a respectful distance: 
behind them—if it produces a race will not excite speculation. 
We must, therefore, decline to speculate further on its issue.—'The: 
Great Laxcasnire Propvor Sraxkes, for 2-yr-olds, has 34 sub- 
scribers, but only 31 horses are eligible to compete for it, and these 
arenearly all dark. Bob Chambers (4lb extra) and Full Bloom (al- 
lowed 5lb) have competed before, and the 9lb in the weights, in 
addition to the sex allowance conceded to the latter, should 
enable her to defeat her former victor, but it ison the cards thata 
better may be found in Heliotrope,(allowed 3lb), Wild Briar (allowed 
8lb), Mr. Saxon’s Newminster colt (allowed 3lb), or Punster.” 

The CRAVEN Stakes, for 2-yegr-olds, will probably be affected by 
the Ascot running, and several of the horses entered for it are also 
engaged in the New Stakes there, with every prospect of them win- 
ning, and as that will entail a heavy penalty, we cannot do other- 
wise than leave that race a# an index to this, not, at the time of 
writing this, knowing the result, nor of that of the other 2-yr-old 
event at this meeting. Should, however, the Ascot horses be absent, 
which is probable, Selim or Fair Agnes may prove themselves goud 
enough to win, ; 

The Foau Sraxes, for two-yr-olds, should fall to Lord Stamford 
if he sends one’ to the post.—'The BepMinsrrr Stakes, for two-yr- 
olds, will be affected by previous running, which will serve as ar 
index tothe winner, Proserpine, the best of the public performers, 
has already rendered herself liable to a 71b penalty, which, were she 
to win the Craven Stakes, would be increased to 12lb, in which 
case, if not now, Selim, Dark Agnes, or whatever Mr, Merry may 
send, would be entitled to the preference, and, with the weights to 
be finally carried still inabeyance, a more definite opinion would be 
imprudent and premature.—The Livenroot St. Luaer will be 
won by Joker, who ought to be able to beat Spring Gun, or the 
high game he has hitherto flown at was not the proper quarry for 
him; but were he to be opposed by the Princess of Wales, she 
should be entrusted with a share of our coin snd confidence. Mr, 
Merry has Dilly Dally and Ludicrous engage l, and the furmer, well 
and fit, would be able to hold his own in the best company, but we 
do not anticipate either will honour Liverpool with a visit. 

The Go.Borngk Park STAKES for 2-yr-olds is nearly a duplicate 
of the Lyme Park Stakes, set for the following day, both as to the 
conditions and the horses entered.

So strong and general was 
this impression that the Frenchmen yelled for Tourmalet, and wanted 
to back him to unlimited amounts at astounding odds, but English 
turfites could see Gladiateur “ walking in,” and ridiculed the folly of 
their mad neighbours. Of course the redoubtable Frenchman came 
the moment Grimshaw called upon him and won as he liked. From 
this point the scene becamo indescribable, I saw Count Lagrange 
collared and kissed in the most sickening style. The polite Parisiaus 
screamed forth their newly discovered affection for Gladiateur and 
{eered at the poor, coughing, dead amiss T'odleben as if Lis owner had 

na disreputable costermonger who had started his donkey instead of 
& spirited nobleman, who, rather than leave his country uurepresented 
in the race, started his suffering horse for starting sake only! They 
pslted Blair Athol, but they exceiled themselves when they hooted 
poor little Todleben. Wo, with all our rough breeding, and bear-like 
uncouthness, manage these things betterin Kogland. Very farcical it 
was to seo the mannerin which Glatiateur aud Grimshaw were re- 
ceived. Beastly, boarded and moustached men hugged and kissed 
horse and jockey and would have smothered them if they had been per- 
mitted, but the horse was straightway led before the Emperor, 
who had sent for Count Lagrange to congratulate him on his success. 
His Imperial Majesty appeared as much pleased as anybody, and was 
very profuso in his eulogies of Gladiateur. ‘ben the populace called 
for the Count, and the successful owner, like an autbor on the first 
night of anew and well-received play, bowed his acknowledgments 
from tho front of the private (Imperial) box, There can bs no doubt 
that Oount Lagrange deserved the applause of his countrymen, but I 
have avery grave objection to urge against their mode of showing it. 
And the press I find to be quito as bigoted and stupid aa the people. 
One enlightened journal, in commenting on the Grand Prix, refers to 
the Derby, and asvorte, that it took three hundred paid puagilists to 
protect Cladiateur from the violonce of the English mob! The same 
organ announces that.ata recent state banquet the Prince of Wales 
wore as a neck-tie the colours of Lagrange! Such acts as these 
might have been attributed to untutored exvages without attracting 
notice, but I had fondly hoped that the day was for ever gone when 
the prejudices of France could lay such charges of barbarity at our 
door. National vanity is the weakness of the Frenchman, and he 
carries it to an unlimited extent. As soon as it became known that 
Gladiateur was the winner, & really well-informed Parisian jour- 
nalist, who formedone of my small party, turned upon me, and with 
a wild fury, which would have at once consigned him to Hanwell, 
had he exhibitedit in England, cried aloud, ‘*Ah! my friend, It is 

od! it is well! We conquer, and we shall continue to conquer. 


Vo aro first in the race of horse, a8 in all other things. We have 


won your Der-be and will wia all others Derbies of the earth. Gladia- 
teur shall be invincible. He shall come to you again next year, and 
again win your Der-be. He shall also win your Old Oak, and all your 
Ledgers. You cannot beat us. Wo triumph.” Poor fellow, This 
amused him and did not burt mo, co I pretended to weep tears of 
humiliation and shook my head. I did not enjoy my luncheon, and 
having backed Gontran ‘I did not feel in the best of spirits, so 
IT heeded not the other eventa of the day, and was extremoly 
delighted when I had once more turned my back upon the courae, and 
was egaia driving leisurely through the cool Bois. In conclusion, I 
can ouly repeat that the sensation I experienced over this great race 
from end to end was one of disappointment, and in all probability 
I shall know no other feeling in connection with it uatil some radical 
chavge ia mado in its entirety. Tho whole affair wants soul, and that 
soul can Only be put into it from foreiga sources. There are in 
France a few wealthy noblemen and gentlemen who keep race horses 
for the sake of racing, but the massea have no conception of the 
sport, and, unless comething is done for it, it will languish and die 
out. A great number of the English division quitted Paris ths same 
night, and I was one of the number, having a wish to ppend a 
few hours in Boulogne before retarning. I need not add what a 
relief it was to fiud onoself at Ascot on Tuesday, assisting ia the 
ovation 80 honourably won by Mr. Chaplin, and so effectually endor- 
sing my remarks of last week.

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HE INTERNATIONAL DOG SHOW AT THE 
AGRICULTURAL HALL. 


This most interesting exhibition was closed to the general public, 
as previously announced, at 10 o’clock on Tuesday evening, J une the 
6th, although the whole of the animals were not “cleared out” until 
Jate on the Saturday evening last, in consequence of the large number 
of dogs exhibited ; for although the exact number of entries in the 
catalogue were 1,063, but as many of these items included ‘* pens” of 
from six to forty individual specimens of the canine race, the total 
number actually on view amounted to nearly 1,800 animals, 

Wo can also state that over 27,000 persons paid for admission; but 
the exact amount realised we cannot give, seeing that during a por- 
tion of the time the price was half-a-crown; there were more than 
9,000 catalogues sold ; and the compsny during the four days included 
all classes of the community, from the Foreign Minister down to the 
humblest mechanic. If it was not a great success, sure are we it 
deserved to be, for the management under Mr. Douglas was all that 
could be desired, and the arrangements for the visitors to see the show, 
and for the comfort of the animals themselves were beyond all praise. 
We this week give sketches of some of the more prominent of the 

rizo animals, and also four belonging to His Royal Highness the 
ince of Wales, whose dogs, it will be remembered, unfortunately 
arrived too late to be judged, but it is but due to state, that they were 
brought to Islington in splendid condition by His Royal Highness’s 
keeper, Mr. Eldar, upon whom they reflected great credit, As may 
be imagined, the Prince’s dogs had a crowd round them during the 
whole of tho four days,

We know .well 
it ia hard to please every one, the canine funcy more especially, but 
it would be a difficulty to replaco him, Mr. J. Monsey is a largo 
manufacturer of Norwich ; he renders his services from no néed of gain; 
except it is perhaps to “gain a loss,” and is much and deservedly 
respected not only in his native town, but also in London and the dit- 
ferent parte of the country ho visits at the various exhibitions.

Tho former is built of 
wood, by the celebrated Dan Hatcher, of Southampton, and the latter 
of iron, by the Millwall lrou Works, but also trom his lines, the canvas 
of both being by Lapthornes, of Gosport, and they may be consider 
perhaps, the two most dangerous boats to lay against among our 
numerous racing yachts, We look to see them again as winners before 
the season is over. 


HIRAM WOODRUFF ON THE TROTTING HORSE 
DUTCHMAN. 


It was now tho spring of 1839, and Dutchman had beon in my hands 
a year. We commenced the operations of that memorable season with 
a trot between Datchman and Lady Suffolk, over the Beacon Course, 
Now Jersoy, two-mile heats, under saddle, Asa matter of course, I 
rode the old bay horse, and David Bryan rode the gray Lady of Suf- 
folk. Dutchman won it handily in two heats of 5m. 93—m. 11s. 
That was the beginning of the season, and early for a beginning at 
that. In the month of May we went to Baltimore, to trot three-mile 
heats, under saddle, with three other horses, ‘There was Lady Suf- 
folk, who was now developec into a regular campaigner, and was a 
wonderful mare; Mount Holly, a white gelding, fifteen hands high 
how related to the Messenger horse of that name, who is among the 
forefathers of the black gelding General Butler, I am unable to say; 
and Harry Bluff, a bay gelding, fifteen hands three inches high. 
Dutchman won the race in two heats of 7m. 564.~ 7m. 53s. On our 
return home from Baltimore, we had a meeting with Awfal, tho bay 
gelding before spoken of as having been matched with Lady Blanche, 
the daughter of Abdallah, whon six years old, and paid forfeit to her 
in consequence of lameness; and as having afterwards defeated Scraw- 
driver, three-mile hoats in harness, over the Centreville Course. The 
race between Dutchman and Awful was on the Fourth of July, and 
was three-mile heats, in harness, Dutchman won it, distancing 
Awful in tho first heat, in the then amazing time of 7m. 41s, At the 
start for this race, the odds were 100 to 25 on Awful,and tha result, with 
the time in which it was achieved, caused a large amount of wonder 
and discussion. This three miles in harness was then the greatest 
performance that had ever been made; and it will be found upon in- 
vestigation, that it has yory seldom been surpassed since that date, 
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JUDGE OF TOY DOGS AT THE INTERNATIONAL SHOW, 
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almost twenty-six years ago. Flora Templa was the first that ever 
beat it; and if L am not mistaken, the only others that have done so 
are General Butler—when he went in harness.against Dutchman’s sad- 
dle-time—and Stovewall Jackson of Hartford, in his three-mile race 
last year, on the Fashion’ Course against Shark, It is to ba’ remem- 
bered, in estimating the merit and valuo of this performance, that 
since it was made, above a quarter of ncentury of an age renowned 
above all preceding ones in history for progress, has passed away— 
that all the efforts of breeders, breakers, trainers, and drivers, have 
been directed to improve the speed of our trotting horses to the highest 
rate attainable, consistent with’ the faculty of endurance—that neither 
pains nor perseverance has been spared to perfect our modern 
courses~—and that all the skill and ingenuity of an intelligent class of 
our mechanics have been successfully applied to the production of 
the best and lightest vehicles for trotting purposes. ‘Ihe sully in 
which Dnatchman trotted on that day, weighed 82!b I have 
now two that weigh less than 601b each. My weight in driving was 
‘from 148lb to 150ib Dutchman took the lead at starting, and kept it 
all the way. ‘The time'of the first mile was 2 minutes 34 seconds, 
Thesecond was trotted in 2 minutes 33 seconds, awd in the third, we 
returned to the rate of the first, 2 minutes 34 seconds, By considering 
this, we shall perceive the even rate and great durability of this re- 
nowned horse, He put the miles closer together than any horse had 
ever done prior to that race, and finished the three miles in less aggre- 
rate time, taking the whip nearly all the way, and never making a 
break, I yentured to keep him going from the score, and to put the 
whip on from time to time, and for this Chad warrant in three things : 
L knew he was honest, aud would answer every oall to the last gasp; 
I know that he was as stout as oak, and as tough as whalebone, and 
needed no saving ; and I knew that he was in good condition. When- 
ever the reader has got hold of & horse in whom these qualities are 
united, and who is to trot a long race against another, supposed to be 
his superidr in point of speed, ho need not be afraid to burst him off, 
‘and keep going. But he had better be quite sure that they aro all 
there, because if it should turn out that any ot them is lacking, it would 
probably ondangor the race. A match was now made between Duteh- 
man and Awful to trot over the Beacon Course for 1,000 dols. a side, 
mhilo héats, three in five, inharness: It took place on the 18th ofJuly. 
Dutchman was the fayonrite for this, and won it handily in three heats 
‘ot 2 niimites 35°'seconds, 2 minutes 62 seconds, 2. minntes 35 seconds, 
That) same evening, the match against time was mado which has, 
ever gince Sts performance, been. one-of the mast famous. events in the 
annals of our Surf. My. John Harrison backed Dutchman to trot 3 miles 
under saddle over the Beacon Course; on tho Ist of August for 1,000 dols. 
aside, Mr, Isaac Andorson backéd time. The horse was tohave two 
triale, if necessary, and was to be allowed an hour between them. The 
horse, as L have said inspeaking of his Fourth of July trot, was in condi- 
tion, He was woll seasoned, and between the making of the match on the 
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evening of the 18th of July and the Ist of August when it w, 
trotted, he had just his usual work. Prior to this time, Detehin 
had been purchased of Minturn, Cocklin, Voorisand Co. for 3,000 dola., 
by James Hammil, of Philadelphia. He was bought by Hammil for 
General Cadwallader, heretofore spoken of as one of the most liberal 
turfmen of that day. The Ist of August came, the ardent summer 
sun rising bright and clear and assuming his reign over a very warm 
day. We let him sink towards his haven in the golden west before we 
prepared for the race. The course was fine; s large concourse of 
people were in attendance; and the odds were two to one on Dutchman 
when we brought him ont and stripped him, At six o'clock in the 
evening he was saddled, and I mounted, feeling fully confident that 
tho feat set would be done with much ease. Wo were allowed « 
running horse to keep company, and I had a nice blood-like mare, she 
being under my brother Isaac, We went off at « moderato. jog, 
gradually increasing the pace, but conversing part of the way at our 
ease. Isaac asked me how fast I thought! could go the mile, to which 
replied * about two minutes, thirty-five.” It waa accomplished jn 
2 min. 34} sec., and Dutchman never was really extended. Now oo- 
curred a circumstance which must be related because it was curious 
in itself, and had its effect on the time. Mr. Harrison, the backer of 
Dutchman, had lent his watch toa friend, and was not keeping time of 
the horses himself as they went round. As wecame by the stand, 
some bystander, who had made a mistake in timing, told him that the 
time of the mile was 2 min. 38 sec,, which was alosing average, Ho, thera- 
fore, called out to me as I passed him to go along, and go along 
I did. Dutchman struck a groat pace on the backstretch, and had 
established such a fino stroke that the running mare was no longer able 
tolive with him, My brother Isaac got alarmed and sung out to me 
that I was going too fast. I replied that I had been told to go along. 
It was not my conviction that the horse was going too fast even then, 
for if ever there was one that I could feel of, and that felt all over 
strong and papable of maintaining the rate, Dutchman. did then. 
Nevertheless, | took a pull for Isaac, and allowed him to come up and 
keep company for the balance of the mile, It was performed in 2 min. 28 
sec. very handily. The third mile we kept the same relative positions, 
Dutchman being under a good put all the way, and able to have Jeft the 
running mare had he been called upon #0 to do. Tho rate was now 
very even, and it was maintained until we were within about two 
hundred yards of the stand, when I was notified to check up and come 
home at a more moderate gait, I therefore crossed the acore at a jo 
trot, and Dutchman was at a walk within fifteen yards of it. The font 
mile was2 min. 30 sec., the whole being 7 min. 324sec, Great as this per- 
formance was thought at the time, long as it has since stood unequalled, 
and great and deserved as has been, and is, the fame of those who have 
endeavoured to surpass it, I declare that it was not by any means. all 
that Dutchmen could have done that day. I am positivethat if he 
had been called upon to do so, he could have trotted the three miles in 
7min, 27 sec,, or better. This is no light opinion of mine, taken up years 
afterwards on inadequate grounds, and when those who might be 
opposed to it had gone from among us. It was the judgment of 
those who saw him in the feat, observed him all through, and 
noticed how he finished. He as much surpassed anything that the 
public had expected of him as could be well conosived; and yet the 
three-mile heat in harness in which he distanced Awful was warrant 
to look out for something great. It has always been na / conviction, 
and will remain so to my dying day, that Dutchman could haye done 
the Jast. mile handily in two minutes and twenty-six seconds, and I 
even hold tg the opinion that he could have done it in 2 min, 25800, ‘Uhe 
people who witnessed the race thought so too, As for the second mile, 
which he made in 2 min, 28 sec., it was one of theeasioat I evarrodein my 
life. In the great burst of speed he made when Harrison called to me to go 
along and Dutchman went away from the running mare, the horse was 
strong, collected, and his long, quick stroke was very even, At all 
other times in the race he seemed to be going well within himself, and 
in’ setting down his mark that day at seven minutes twenty-seven 
seconds, I am.confident that I allow him quite time enough, The 
truth is that ha, was a most extraordinary horse, ‘There 
many trotters that could go as fast for a little way, but. the beauty of 
Dutehman was that he could go. fast and go all day. Wilkes’ Spirit,

Petty Sovsions, . toe Chin a0, 7 ack Rooke, the host of the Locomotive Inn, Old- 
dam-road, Manchester, and Tom Kelly, Boniface of the Telegraph Inn, Croft- 
street, Wakefield-road, Bradford, sppeared in answer toa summons charging 
them with committing a breach of the peace by acting as principals in their 
recent fight which took place at Tebay Junction, Westmoreland, on Tuesday, 
the 25th of April last. One of the witnesses said that after the fight Rooke 
Was very little the worse, but Kelly was much punished. He could hardly tell 
whether his face belonged toa human head or was only a me of butcher 
meat. Aftor the evidence had been heard the defondants pleaded hard to have 
the caso settled at once. The Magistrate : The case is not against you entirely. 
Thoso who hacked you are worse than you ; the police have to carry out the law, 
and they have taken up this case to prevent @ recurrence in this county, Those 
who encouraged you ought to pay your expenses, Kelly: They don't generally 
care much for us if we have the misfortune to lose their money.—Magistrate : 
What did you get for fighting ?—Kelly: I got nothing, sir, only a good hiding. 
(Laughter),—Magistrate: You were made an instrument of for the pleasure of 
others, Did Rooke get anything ?—Kelly: T don't. know, —Magistrato: If you 
had won you would have got something.—Kelly: Yes, I would have got a trifle. 
It is the rule, only they don’t often behave well to such chaps as us.—-Magia- 
trate; And they got you into trouble afterwards.—The defendants were required 
to enter into their own recoguizances of £40 each,.and their sureties of £20 
each, to answer any indictment which might be preferred at the ensuing Appleby 
Quorter Sessions, The necessary documents were then handed to the defendants 
to nubseribe. when Kelly signed his name, but Rooke made “ his mark,” upon 
which the Magistrate said: What! are you obliged to make your mark? You 
appear to be a better hand at making marks than writing. (Laughter.)

Some of the best cricketers known to Tas were enrolled in this 
match, which was commenced on Monday, at Lord's Ground. There 
was one exceptioa only, almost at the last moment—that was the sub- 
stitution of Shaw for Hayward, who had received guch injury to his 
ribs, from being hit, that he was incapable of takin partin the match 
Tho toss of choice forinnings being won by the Raith, at 12.20 thoy 
vent to the wickets Humphrey and Jupp, the bowlers boing Wootten 
and ‘Tarrant, Both batsmen displayed a good oricket stylo in getting 
their runs, and their play was much appreciated by the ‘thousands of 
spectators present, Humphrey left first with 22, in which Were a four, 
two threes, anda two, and Jupp retired soon afier with 23, com prising 
two threes, and four twos; two wickets, and 54 runs. Before the 
above two were parted Grundy had taken up tho bowling from Woot. 
ton. G, Benuett and H. R. Stephenson got together, and rung were 
gained against the changes of bowling, ‘Tinley and Atkingon. Btephen- 
son pot his rane in admirable syle, his batting being free, and seom- 
ingly within himeolf, bis drives being all along the ground; in his 
score of 50, were three fours, two threes, and four twos. Hearne took 
hig place, aud good support did he render, the scorers being kept well 
at work to put down his runs, which amounted to 52, comprising four 
fours, three threes, and four twos; three wickets and 138 runs; four 
and 245 raus; Mortlock was ran ont for two; five wickets, and 249 
Tins, Bennett, who had defended his wicket with energy and determi- 
hation, getting his runs peculiar to himself, contributed 100, and wheu 
he had to leave he was loudly and deservedly applauded; among his 
figures were two fives, two fours, nine threes, and fourteen twos. 
After Bounctt's leavidg no stand was made. Tho sixth wicket fell for 
206 runs, and the seventh for 273, the eighth (Bennett's) for 274, the 
ninth for 278, and the tenth for 282. At hali-past five o'clock the 
Prince of Wales drove on to the ground, and stayed for upwards of 
half an hour. In the changes of bowling Shaw deserves to be noticed, 
few runs being got ofhim : hig style was good and true.

Daft got hit 
severely by a ball from Willsher, and for a few minutes retired, but 
again resumed, and soon added to the score. Griffith, who had taken 
the ball from Sewell, went over to Willsher’s end, and Bonnett took 
Griffith’s place, Bennett found his way to Carpenter's wicket after a 
good contribution of 34, made up by two fours, a three, three twos, 
and singles; four wickets, and 142 runs. Tarrant was sent back by 
Griffith for a single, but Daft previously retired with a fine score of 
78, in which were a five (drive), three fours, four threes, and six twos; 
five wickets and 145 runs, six and 211 rans. Grundy and Wootton 
became partners, but Wootton added 5 only, being then stumped by 
Lookyer off the “slows” of Mortlock, who had taken the ball from 
Griffith; seven wickets and 220 runs. Atkinson then faced Grundy, 
who played very steadily for 36, but when he had scored about 12 he 
narrowly escaped being caught; he hit a ball round to short leg 
which Lockyer, from the wicket, followed, thinking it in his reach at 
tho same time Sewell went to moet it, and from a fear of “ cannon- 
ing,” the ball fell between them on the ground. Among Grundy’s 
hits were a five, a four, a three, and two twos; eight wickets and 227 
runs.

GREAT RACE BETWEEN R. CHAMBERS AND R. 
COOPER, FOR £200, ON THE TYNE. 


It is acommon theory that when geeat mon moot for mastery at any 
particalar game,-that the utmost anxiety must exist as to who, by 
merit, i@ to be considered the premier of the faction. ‘hus, on the pre 
sent occasion, when two of the brightest aquatic gems of tho age were 
pitted to contend for a disputed honour, the whole soul of the Northern 
counties was in arms to give freedom and fair play to the display of 
what has long been considered as one of the finest exhibitions of 
aquatic worth that hag as yet graced the annals of boatrowing. It requires 
no furtherefforts at our hands to point out that aquatics are governed 
by two provincials and a Cockney, respectively, Chambers and Coopor, 
of the ‘I'yne, and Henry Kelley, of the Thanos; for yaara these mon 
have stood unopposed y any other for sculling laurels, and the many 
contests that have revolutionised the minds of the north-south, even 
up to the present day, have not, in a positive sense, entitled some to 
correctly distinguish the worst man from the best. Itis nonsense, how- 
ever, to point otherwise than to Chambers as the hero over the 
champion course; Ho dtands first, ont of all the promiors, aa tho only 
one who has pulled the greatest namber of matches aaeinet the 
accredited best oarsmen, and in the quickest time. Notwithstanding 
this, he is still not altogethor looked on as the principal, as will be seen 
by the making of the present contest, and the pending match between 
Chambers and Kelley for the Championship, when the farmer lays 6 
to 4 on the sequel. To deny tho groat abilities of Oooper would not 
be in accordance with knowledge ; as wo have stated long ago, he isa 

reat oaraman, and, if not the second beat, at least the third boat in 
the kingdom, For beauty of aculling Cooper oxcels either Chambers 
or Kelloy ; he has a fing style of manipylation, and easy gait, and 
although he pulls a quick oar, ho nevertheless can, by either hook 
or crook, manage to appear equal to those whose universal sweeps havo 
won for them tho admiration aud applause of two-thirds of the populace. 
To revert Over to the first meeting of Chambers and Cooper, which, 
we think, occurred at the Tyne Regatta somewhere about ’69, 
the couple fell together in the final heat, when Chambers gaye tho 
latter one length, acvording to the terms of the handicap. This was tho 
firat time of special note when Cooper manifested his abilities so 
clearly. In the long run he was certainly defeated, but he pulled such a 
plucky and skilful race that we even hoard it mentioned at that time, 
that properly trained he would be a tough and resolute antagonist for 
the premier, and auch belief has go far proved not to be withont strong 

rounds of confirmation, a little deaultory conversation leading to the 

ret mile match, which came off on the Tyne, for £100 a side, on the 28th 
July 1863. The contest at that time caused immonse interest, and it 
was computed that not less than 60,000 persona were present st it.

pion, until the Skinner’s Burn was reached, when he forced the pace, 
and to the missry of the whole people, Ohambers was licked by only » 
few feet. This was the actual frat defeat of Chambers, and so 
chagrined were himself and backers, that. several months after elapsed 
prior to the ratification of the last four-mile race which ended so disas- 
trously to Cooper. The state of the river, however, on that occasion, was 
distressing, and although it was Feely as good for one as the other, the 
friends of Cooper were, nevertheless, the reverse of satisfied. Therefore 
to afford Cooper another opportunity of retrieving his good name, the pre- 
sont race wasmadeto take place over the usual mile course from the Bridge 
to Waterson’s Gate, for £100 a side, and with what succoss will be 
gloamed from the following particulars of the race. Cooper is 29 yoars 
old, and about 10 stone and a half—he pulled in his old and succoasful 
boat the ‘Lady Armstrong.” 

These columns from first to last have been almost the exclusive 
medium of truthfully acquainting the public with the doings of aquatic 
celebrities, and it will readily be seen that we havo spared no effort of 
& positive character to keep Ohambera and his whereabouts weekly 
before our readers. According to our knowledge, and we have capital 
sources to obtain information, he has since his last defeat taken espe- 
cial care of himeelf, and the satisfactory manner in which he has 
struggled to befit him for the present match has won alike the con- 
mendations of his backers and the public, It will, in a measure, never 
be out of place to eulogise the great and unequalled sculling merits of 
Chambers, He is what may bo termed a wonder, and none know better 
than the masses, who delight in tho sport, that Bob is always on the 
square, and that he works well and willing for the money of the poor 
artisan as well as his own. ‘This great action, mani estly revered 
by everyone on the Tyne, cannot bs over estimated; and when Cham- 
bers is for ever consigned to the shelf, his name and deeds must, and no 
doubt will, be held up to other promiors who are honoured with the 
good feeling and PURDSTE of so large a community. We cannot now 
enter into a list of Ohambers’ matches, eapacially as we gave his 
complete performances in September last. It will be better, how- 
éver, to observe that he has contested and carried off the greatest 
Bumbet of prizes, bothin fours, pairs, and sculls, than any other oarsman 
peranet or living ; and it is rather strange to state that the only time 

® was defeated in any private match of consequence was with 
Soper in the mile race above mentioned. As far ag ap- 
Perrances go, Chambers is still in the very best of health, 
one as eager for the sport as heretofore. We, however, have 
nea him express himself to the effect that he will, in every pro- 
ability, cease rowing, except at regattas, after the latter portion of the 
year, The match which we are about to detail, was made very 
Simply, In Mr. Nanson’s house, Sun Inn, Side Newcastle, Harry 
Claspar and James Percy happenod to meet, when Percy hinted that 
oper should pull any man a mile for a hundred.

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Cooper's residence, which virtually is a quarter of a mile from the goal, 
and here it is distinguishable that we are amongst exclusive 
Cooperites, whose anxiety about the ultimate fate of their pet is all 
the more manifest from their indisposition to converse. Higher up 
on the bank sides are thousands of persons; females whose gaudy and 
pretty dresses add freah grandeur to the scene, while in the same circle 
we have the broad West of England and fustain cloths, which express 
much more forcibly than the pen that the artisan and the gentleman 
are oo-jointly interested in what must now rankas one of the mightiest 
matches of the age; however, down towards the bridges the concourse 
of people was such as we have never before witnessed, house-tops snd 
all open places were crowded, which continued down to the starting 
int, were some thousands of persons were assembled to behold the 
frat part of the struggle. We will not say anything further about the 
bridges and very little anentthe North or principal side of the river, 
inasmuch as every possible vantage ground was crowded by citizens of 
the town and others who had journeyed far and near to, behold the second 
mile match betweon the two famous Tynesiders. The close, com- 
monly. called on such occasions the Newcastle Tattersall’s, was assuredly 
the principal spot for betting, speculation however, was altogether in 
favour of Chambers, as much as 7 to 4, and 2 to 1 being laid repeatedly. 
On board the steamers not more than 5 and 6 to 4 could be obtained, 
which continued up tothe start; and 200 yds had certainly not been 
covered, before theodds changed to evens and 5 to 4 offered on Cooper. 
The number of craft on the river we have never seen excelled, all 
sorts attended, from tho little skip to the wherry, the 
latter in all cases being especially crowded. The following 
steamers algo attended: The Bob Accord (referee), Anthony 
Nichol (ongaged by Moesars. W Walker and J. Grant), Brilliant, 
Gipsy Queen, Mystery, James and Emma (and this boat had the 
amusing inscription of “‘ Haud away, Bob, lad,” meaning Chambers), 
Rosamond, Joseph Cowan, Jarrow, Margaret, Blue Bonnet, Royal 
Charlie, Claydon, (Daily Chronicle official boat) and one or two otbers. 
On board of the referee boat we noticed Mr. Henry Kelley, of London, 
Mr, J. H. Baird, Mr. W. Blakoy, Mr. J. Nanson, Mr. Thomas Hall, 
Mr. Hadlow, and all the principal Newcastle and district sportsmen. 
Our representative was on board the Anthony Nichol, on board of 
which we noted Mr. W. Walker, Mr, 8. Grant, Mr. Hare, Mr. Monk- 
house, Mr, E. Morton, Mr. W. Morton, Mr. Teasdale Wilson and a host 
of others. The articles stated that the men be in their boats at 5.35 
p.m, a little after which time Cooper put off, and received a right wel- 
come cheer; Ohambers followed almost emeaeely, after, and was 
similarly received. A few minutes before this, a daring party, named 
Gascoigne, the diver, leapt from the parapet of the High Level into the 
river, a distance of 100 feet, ho fell with « tremendous crash into the 
water, but after the elapse of two or three seconds, he oame up all right, 
he was cheored immensely, and will no doubt receive a good sum for 
his bravery. After Chambers and Cooper had paddled to their stations 
the vast number of boats at once put off to the south side. A good 
view was now taken of the rivals, and wo must say both were in 
ood condition, and pulled splendidly. About 5.50 p.m., Cooper, who 
fad then the north side, took up his place, when Chambers followed 
him ina mannor indicative of a sudden bolt, and that he meant to use 
every effort to turn the tables on the issue of the firat match. A short 
time after five o'clock we grieve to say the wind got up rather 
strongly from the west, which aa Cooper had tho north side, was a 
sitive advantage, and it will be seen from the description of the race 
low, that it tended greatly to the disadvantage of Ohambers from 
firat to Inst. As soon as the preliminary canters were . completed, the 
boats got in the best order they could, and, without a single false start, 
the oars of the opponents made a simnitaneous dip, and 
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which has been largely speculated on and discussed for many 
weeks, now commonced.in earnest. It would be impossible for us to 
give even a small outline of the excitement and enthusiasm displayod 
at this point. Everyone, as if actuated by one common impulse, sent 
up a shout; and it must be admitted that. such a deafening noise or a 
grander sight was never witnessed on ‘Tyneside or any other similar 
place in England, It was asight such as will never be forgotten by 
those countless hundreds who were fortunate to secure a place to view 
it. Wo imagined, if there was anything in it, that Chambers got 
greatest powor on tho first stroke. It however altered little, as Cooper 
propelled his craft with so much regularity and swiftness that he passed 
the Champion in less than half a dozen strokes ; aud in the short 
distance between the Bridge and the Mansion House, scarcely 200 
yds, Cooper was almost half a length first. 6 to 4 on Chambers at 
this early portion of the match now gradually ceased ; and as it was 
evident that. Cooper was atill further creeping ahead, he became the 
favourite, When as much as 5 to 4 was laid against Ohambers. About 
100 yds east of the Skinner's Burn the swell was acting greatly in the 
Champion's disfayour, and after catching various serious looking crabs, 
he finished the first quarter mile bout by fully one length astern if not 
more. The excitement now became if even greater, and if the reader 
will for the moment imagine 40 many people rending the air with 
their shouts, amusing though they were, he will have a far 
better idea and more correct knowledge of the scene than tho 
amplitude of the chronicler will admit of. A more soul- 
stirring sight was certainly never seon; and as the rowers, both 
labouring magnificently for glorious victory, struggled on past the 
Grindstone quay the multitude commenced a pededirfan excursion 
after them, which more resembled the utter route of an immense army 
than any reasonable comparison we can draw. In the position of the 
rowers there was still a length in Cooper's favour, but it was very 
eng had both been pulling in equal water, that the race would have 

een disputed under severer and more gatisfactory circumstances. Atthe 
high part of the Grindstone Quay or near to the Shot Tower, half a 
mile from the start, Cooper hugged the shore mueh too closely. 
Obambers.at once mado in and overlapped his quarters in a couple of 
strokes. It was here evident that a foul must ocour ; Chambers, how- 
ever, to obviate such a casualty once more fell behind, and pulling 
almost into the thickest of the lipper endeavoured by a serious stroke 
to pass Cooper ere the town was reached. The lumpy water, how- 
ever, would not enable him, and after making several mistakes with 
his left scull, and receiving a very disagreeable elementary reception, 
he again fell behind until the ae part of the Quay, when he came 
again with a rush, and a foul was again neatly obviated. 800 
yards from the finish were there was greater width of water 
and rather more position for Chambers, he settled again down 
to work, and amidst cheers, such as nover before were heard 
on the banks of the great river, he gradually, and, this time 
surely began to take the Jead, and, as it would appear, almost within 
a atone’s throw of the goal, Oooper, after pulling one of the gamest 
races ever beheld, was compelled to fall behind for the first time during 
the contest. As soon as Chambers got first, no one doubted the ulti- 
mate result of the race, the Champion's staying qualities once again 
floated in leviathan characters before the optics of the people, and 
after a few seconds more suspense the gun was fired, eit Ohaalbard 
declared the victor of tho severest ot all aquatic matches ever rowed 
on the Tyna. Cooper, a8 soon as all was over, laid his headin his 
hands, and appeared thoroughly cut up at his defeat. We say who- 
ever Invested on Cooper should not be annoyed, for if ever a 
man polled resolutely and fairly for victory he did, but superiority 
plainly tested must show, and so Oooper was honourably defeated by 
the very modest distance of scarcely one length. At the finish, the 
multitude cheered, and the whistles of the numerous steamers, which 
roared forth terrifically, combined, served to herald forth another 
victory for the King of all Oarsmen. The whole of the sporting 
houses in the evening were immensely filled, and the issue of the race 
was solely the topic of conversation. 

We must not close without hinting to those gentlemen who 
managed the money or ticket affairs on board the official boat, that it 
is far from & creditable and proper action to deter reporters from tra- 
volling professionally on board the boat free of charge, they ought as- 
suredly to know that it is a common practice universal on all such 
occasions, and We cannot gee why sportsmen so much esteemed as 
those of Newcastle can be so unthinking as to act otherwise, Itia not 
the first time we have had to mako a eimilar complaint, and for the 
sake of common respect and duty, we trust we shall never more have 
to mention such an unthinking oversight. Mr. Wallace was referee.

One of the most interesting races ever sailed in our waters took 
place on Monday, when 12 clipper vessels, some ‘of thom upwards of 
200 tons burden, contended for two handsome prizes given by tho club, 
first prize value £100, second, £50. 

The course was quite s novelty, it being intended to give them @ 
taste of salt water, as they started from Sheerness, to go round the 
Kentish Knock Light vessel, and thence into Harwich Harbour, 
& course of 70 miles. Of course with such s long run, and taking into 
account the chance of calms, foul winds, &c., it was necessary to atart 
them et A early, before Londoners in general were thinking of waking 
up, and therefore it was decided that 6 a.m. was to be the time of de- 
arture. ‘The boats were moored in a line from the Nore to Minster 

hurch, and got under weigh at a flag signal from a’ boat under the 
gt of Lord de Ros, the commodore. The following vessels started :

Of these, the Alarm schooner, and the Marina, Volante, Christabel, 
and Vindex cutters, are so well known in yachting circles, thab it ia 
unnecessary to ssyanything about them. The Xantha isa now and 
very fine boat, of Harvey's; and the Now Moon is a large lu wer that 
would haves good chance with a 8.W. or “soldier's wind” whore 
little tacking is required, Tho Reverie is of iron by Steels, ‘of 
Glasgow, and Night Thought is more of «& cruising vessel, 
The Whirlwind and Brunette were both built in the Isle of Wight, 
some years since as cutters, and thus the Commodore's now yaoht is 
the only one originally built for that rig. 

Although six was named for the hour of starting, so much time was 
taken up in taking upatationa, that it wasseven minutes past seven be- 
fore they got the signal for sailing. The morning was bright and olear, 
with a good north-east breeze, giving promise of plenty of sport. Tho 
Marina was first to set her canvas and take tho lead, followed by 
Volante; Xantha was also smartly under weigh, but further to the 
south shore; Alarmand New Moon, boing the largest vessels, of corse 
took longer, and brought up the rear, The Vindex made sail, but, as 
she had a trysail instead of mainsail, it was evident that she did not 
intend to race, and she bore up and kept well to leeward. It was a 
beautiful sight as they drew out from their stations, and the Btella, 
Circe, ble Syren, and many other accompanying yachts, made iho 
scene very lively. When they were all ataunto, Marian had the Jead, 
Xantha and Volante beam and beam, Christabel fourth, Alarm, which 
had run by several of hor smaller antagonists, fifth, Whirlwind aixth 
Brunette seventh, New Moon eighth, Night Thought ninth, Golden 
Vanitee and Reverie bringing up the rear. Marina had started with 
whole mainsail and square topsail over, and Volante, Ohristabel and Night 
Thought with a single reefed mainsail and jibheaded topsail. They 
pointed, close hauled, well down to the eastward, and when nearing the 
Shivering buoy Alarm, which had been trying to run through 
Christabel’s lee, luffed up, and, after # struggle, gradually went by to 
windward; here New Moon, which had improved hor position, made 
a board to the southward, and went through Prince's Channel, all the 
others going through the new Alexandra Channel. Of the 
Girdler buoy, Alarm passed Volante, and drew on Xantha 
Marina still leading, but on poate the Prince's Light-ship, 
Alarm had disposed of Volante and Xantha, and led tho fleet, and the 
race seemed over,as no time was allowed for tonnage, Tho Tongue 
Light-ship was passed by Alarm at 8.158, 30., Xantha about two minu- 
tes anda half astern, New Moon third, about the same distance, others 
as before. When approachng Margate, but a long way off shore, 
Alarm, which had been sailing with her lower sails and maintopsail, 
sent up her foretopsail and set the sail, and had no further occasion 
to alter her canvas. They had now laid right down, but off North 
Foreland Alarm tacked to southward at 11.45, and began to beat up 
for the Kentish Knock Light-ship, Xantha atill gecond, and Naw Moon 
third, but further astern. Here some little excitement was caused on 
board the only accompanying steam vessel, the Queen of the Thames, 
by the discovery of the maat of a ship driftin about, and some little 
time was spentin trying to secure it, which filled up the time, as tho 
yachts were now 80 widely-spread that it was rather slow work, 

ventually, a cross-yard was towed intriumph to Harwich. After 
several boards, the Alarm tacked at about 1.40 to make a short board 
to weather the Kentish Knock Light-ship, which sho passed at about 
2 o'clock, followed in about 12 minutes by the Xantha, which Jaid 
hes without tacking, having stood further to the eastward on her last 

oard. Here the wind freshened considerably, and the Alarm made @ | 
splendid run into Harwich Harbour, the easiest of winners, roundin 
the mark at 4.20, followed by Xautha, winner of the second prize, a 
4.389, New Moon third, Volante fourth. Some of the others having 
tailed off considerably. 

This result only justifies the general opinion, that in sailing with- 
out time allowance, it is a foregone conclusion if the Alarm starts; 
and the Xantha has proved herself a sf fast vessel, and doos gront 
eredit to hor builder and those whoasailed her, and the noble Commodore 
must be congratulated on her sucesss, which may remind him of the 
old times in the Mystery, Belvedere, &c., &o. We shall give an illus- 
hes of this racé next week, showing the old Alarm Jeading the

CLASPER AND FOSTER IN SKIFFS FOR £10, 

This was what we may. properly call a juvenile race; inagmuoh 
as the opponents were both the modest age of 16 years, but of sufll- 
ciently fair reputation as to command a much greater attendance and 
speculation than we have frequently witnessed on occasions of treble 
importance. Foster, we understand, does not bolong to a family cele- 
brated in any degree soover for aquatica, yet the fine, almost finished 
style in which he propels the tiny craft entitled him even to greater 
enconiums than have been lavished upon him by those whose 
knowledge of what rowing should be is considered a fair authority. 
In height ho ia little more than 5 ft. Lin., weight 7at. 4b, Olasper is 
the youngest but one son of the great veteran, and the bare knowledge 
that another chip of the old block was to inaugurate his fame, added 
still greater interest to what we may, in all justice, set down as a 
sensational match ona small gcale, As farad age goes Robert is, if any- 
thing, the elder of the two, however, certainly not by many days, Ia 
comparison he is the strongest-looking, but being small in stature, it 
might be said that it was the toas up of a coin as to whom the palm. 
of supposed superiority should be awarded. ‘Therefore, it will be 
seen that there was justly very much Interest taken in the match, 
Some time back Clasper was matched to pull, but his opponent, when 
in training, unfortunately was drowned. ‘Tho race came off punctually 
about 4,15 o'clock on Saturday last, at which time the river was moat 
turbulent, in short, very much like the second day of the meeting be- 
tween Chambera and Oooper for the Championship. It will, there- 
fore, be acquiesced in by those who witnessed the latter matoh that it 
was far from fit to trust two such pigmies under the ciroumstancos. 
However, neither were in the Joast timid, and a few minutes 
before the announced starting hour they put off, and vary 
quickly received 4 wolcome inthe shapaof adrenching. There was 
some betting, mostly at evens at first, however, as it becamo known that 
Foster had won the toss, and that there was the greatest possible 
advantage in the sides, it veered round to 5 and 6 to 4 against Olasper, 
The Anthony Nichol steamer followed the race. Mr. William Oldham 
referee, ABS S00n as the steamer had paddled well to the South, the 
youngsters took up their places and quickly offected a start, and, 
although the race ultimately ended in favour of Foster, for a distance 
it was, nevertholoas, one of the gamest wo have seen for some time. 
Clasper irrespective of his bad position kept steaming along maofally,

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Wilson. to receive £10 for expenses at the final deposit, at which time 
came in for a sound ducking, OClasper, however, had much tho worst 
of it; from this point to the Skinner Burn, Fostor, little by little, in- 
creased his lead and showed in, the van by nearly 6 yards; the race 
continued in this order past the Grindstone Quay up to the Meddens 
opposite which ‘place Olasper had touse immense efforts to keep his 
oraft alive, and as Foster was pulling in much smoother water he was 
necessarily enabled to pull along with more ease, and at the half-mile 
he was rather, better than 3 lengths first.

The winner we must mention pulled considerably better than the most 
sanguine of his party expected, and we are convinced with care and 
judicious training he will show off with credit.

PEVERLEY AND DINNING ON THE TYNE, FOR £10.
